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State officials tell magistrates payroll tax is only option 

Without a balanced budget , county cannot spend any funds ; all services would shut down; little room 



for spending reductions because many items are mandated

The Morgan County Fiscal Court at 
its regular meeting last week heard the 
first reading of a 2007-2008 county bud- 
get, to which projected revenues from a 
proposed payroll tax were applied to 
make it balance in accordance with state 
law. 

Around 100 citizens attended the 
meeting at which Judge Executive Tim 
Conley and magistrates discussed the 
payroll tax with Rich Ornstein and Tom 
Dobson, staff attorneys from the 
Governor’s Office for Local Develop- 
ment, who told the court the levy was 
the county’s only viable option for col- 
lecting sufficient funds to balance the 
budget. 

“State statute requires counties to 
have a balanced budget,” Ornstein said. 
“Counties cannot spend funds without 
balanced budgets, and since carryover 
funds throughout the state have been 
dried up, more counties are considering 
a payroll tax.” 

Ornstein then outlined three possible 
options for increasing revenues includ- 
ing expense cuts, insurance premium tax 
increases and an occupational license fee 
(payroll tax). 



“It would be hard for this county to 
cut expenses,” Ornstein said. “There is 
not a lot of fat in the budget because 
many items are mandated. It is also too 
late to increase the insurance premium 
tax, as that has to be done 100 days be- 



fore the budget deadline. The payroll tax 
is the only thing that could balance the 
budget at this point.” 

Ornstein also emphasized pending 
repercussions if the court failed to 
present a balanced budget to the state 
by July 1 . 

“The state local finance officer can 
file suit in circuit court if there is no 
balanced budget by the deadline,” 
Ornstein said. “Without a balanced bud- 
get, all functions of county government 
will shut down, including the sheriff’s 
and clerk’s office, as well as the road 
department, etc.” 

County Treasurer Tommy Phipps es- 
timated a payroll tax, which would be 



set at 1.5 percent, would annually gen- 
erate approximately $1 million, which 
Conley said would provide the funds 
needed to maintain various services and 
for groups, as well as for growth and im- 
provements. 



Conley said that under the proposed 
budget, revenues from the (as yet 
unpassed) payroll tax would provide suf- 
ficient money to meet all mandated ob- 
ligations, maintain all current services, 
including financial assistance to the 
county’s volunteer emergency services, 
as well as provide a cushion of around 
$300,000 to meet contingencies. 

“Only $400,000 (of the revenues gen- 
erated from the tax) would be needed to 
balance the budget if we excluded ex- 
penses for necessary services such as lo- 
cal fire departments and the rescue 
squad,” Conley said. “If we factor in 
those services plus assistance to our vet- 
eran groups, approximately $700,000 



would be needed. The remaining 
$300,000 would be used for growth and 
improvement projects such as road 
work, etc. and to match any grants we 
may receive.” 

Conley also stated that the 1.5 per- 



cent tax, which would require $1.50 for 
every $100 of workers’ income, could 
be reduced within 12 months. 

Speaking in opposition to the propsed 
payroll tax, former Superintendent of 
Schools Earl Reed suggested that the 
magistrates consider imposing a small 
tax on everyone and not just working 
people. 

Said Reed, “I worked in budgets for 
several years when I was superintendent. 
When I was told my budget was in the 
red, I responded by spending less money. 
Why couldn’t the county do this? With 
proper management we can get out of 
debt and stay out, but in order to do that 



the judge and magistrates must be will- 
ing to bite the bullet. 

“The county needs more time to look 
at a small tax that would affect every- 
one next year. Even though I am retired 
and will not be affected by the payroll 
tax, I don’t think the working people of 
Morgan County should have to pay for 
other people’s mistakes.” 

Conley, who defended the magis- 
trates, most of whom are just beginning 
their first terms, reiterated his position 
regarding the tax. 

“Morgan County is not the only 
county in this situation,” Conley said. 
“I’m not for this tax; I don’t want to 
touch it. But I, along with the magis- 
trates, took an oath to comply with the 
state mandate of a balanced budget. If 
we don’t balance that budget, we are 
breaking our oath. This is a strange time, 
but we came here to do our jobs.” 

Conley also addressed harassment 
that he said has recently been leveled at 
magistrates and their families. 

“Some magistrates and their families 
have been harassed over this issue,” 
Conley said. “That is not right and it has

Sen. Blevins 
joins strikers 
on picket line 

Speaks with local union 
members, supports 
group’s right to protest

State Sen. Walter Blevins Jr. spoke 
with Morgan County ARH employees 
participating in the United Steelwork- 
ers (USW) union strike Monday after- 
noon, showing support for picketers pro- 
testing ARH contract proposals through- 
out the region. 

“Union members have the right to 
picket,” Blevins said. “In many ways, 
unions have made the middle class what 
it is today. Many of the benefits work- 
ers enjoy came from union members 
who sacrificed themselves for those 
rights.” 

Approximately 100 local home 
health, home care store and hospital 
employees, who have picketed across 
the street from Morgan County ARH 
since April 1, maintain their commit- 
ment to preventing cuts in insurance 
coverage, wage increases, pensions and 
time off for certified nurse aids, licensed 
practical nurses, housekeeping, mainte- 
nance and clerical staff. 

“ARH wants to take many benefits 
from us that will make it harder for us 
to work here,” a USW member told 
Blevins. “The most recent proposal was 
worse than the first, and that’s unaccept-

able. Right is right, and wrong is 
wrong.” 

Blevins, who represents Boyd, 
Elliott, Fleming, Lawrence and 
Rowan counties, advised union 
members to also contact Morgan 
County’s elected officials, includ- 
ing Rep. John Will Stacy and Sen. 
Robert Stivers. 

“It is important to call your 
government officials,” Blevins 
said. “Everyone has the right to 
speak their piece. That is one of 



the greatest liberties we have in 
this country, and we should ex- 
ercise it.” 

ARH announced last week it 
is ready to resume negotiations 
with its new chief negotiator Joe 
Worthington, a Louisville attor- 
ney who has previously partici- 
pated in union negotiations. 

“The strike called by the USW 
is threatening the provision of 
healthcare throughout the region 
and the potential for economic 
development in the future,” ARH 
President and CEO Jerry W. 



Haynes said in an April 12 press 
release. “ARH remains hopeful 
that the USW is ready to go back 
to the negotiating table and deal 
with the disputed issues.” 

Blevins said he also hopes for 
a swift ARH/USW reconcilia- 
tion. 

“Reasonable heads from both 
sides should sit down together to 
work out a suitable plan,” 
Blevins said. “Hopefully this will 
occur soon, as it would be a huge 
plus for everyone.”

tested, we get an individual stu- 
dent report for parents showing 
how well the student performed 
on the test,” Smith said. “The 
parent reports are distributed dur- 
ing the fall, often during Parent/ 
Teacher conferences or by mail. 
Parents who do not receive such 
a report should contact the school 
to ask about it.” 

Smith reminded parents of 
their important role during the 
two weeks of testing and offered 
the following suggestions: Re- 
schedule any optional appoint- 
ments for your child during the 
testing window. If an appoint- 
ment must be kept, be sure to 
notify your child’s teacher a day 
or two in advance. Generally 
speaking, try to make sure your 
child and his/her family follow 
as closely as possible a normal 
routine, without unusual or un- 
expected interruptions or disrup- 
tions. 

Parents are encouraged to see 
that their child gets at least 8 
hours of sleep each night, 

eats a healthy breakfast each 
morning before testing, arrives at 
school on time, maintains a posi- 
tive attitude and takes pride in 
what he/she is doing, puts forth 
100% effort, reads and follows 
all directions during testing, takes 
his/her time, reads carefully and 
thinks through responses before 
answering, and to never leave a 
question blank or unanswered. 
Parents should urge their child to 
talk with them and their teacher 
each day about the testing. 

Questions about testing or 
during testing should be directed 
to the school principal or the 
guidance counselor. If answers 
and/or clarification are not pro-

It is important to regularly 
check your records to make sure 
that the name and number on your 
Social Security card match up 
with the name and number you 
are using elsewhere. If you do 
not, it could cost you time, money 
and effort to resolve. 

Your Social Security number 
and the name on your Social Se- 
curity card are often used by com- 
panies and government agencies 
as a way to check your identity. 
If anything is amiss, you could 
have a problem. That is why you 
should regularly check to make 
sure your records match. This is 
especially true for the people who 
have recently changed their 
names, such as new brides or 
adopted children. 

Here are a few examples of 
situations where mismatches can 
cause trouble. 

• Timely tax refunds. The In- 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS) 
checks your return against your 
Social Security records.

1 . If you ’ ve lived together for 
seven years, you’re considered 
married under common law and 
have all the rights of a wedded 
couple. 

FALSE. Most states do not 
recognize common-law mar- 
riages. In the states that do, re- 
quirements vary, but may include 
presenting yourselves as a mar- 
ried couple, intending to marry in 
the future and co-habitating. A 
specific number of years living 
together is not a requirement in 
any of those states.

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2. You can establish copyright 
of a work by mailing it to your- 
self and retaining the sealed, post- 
marked envelope. 

FALSE. Copyright is the ex- 
clusive right to copy a creative 
work and allow someone else to 
do so- established the moment 
your work is created in a tangible 
form. It’s only necessary to reg- 
ister your copyright if you want 
to bring lawsuit for enforcement 
of copyright infringement. 

3. If I am not read my 
Miranda rights before being ques- 
tioned by police, I cannot be 
found guilty of the crime, even if 
I confess. 

FALSE. If you confess to po- 
lice while in custody, and you 
were not given the famous “you 
have the right to remain silent...” 
speech first, your confession 
would likely be inadmissible in 
court. But other evidence may 
still prove you guilty. Also, state- 
ments you make to police before 
you’re arrested, or ones you make 
voluntarily right after an arrest 
(such as “well, you got me this 
time!”), can be used to prove your 
guilt, without any Miranda rights 
requirement. 

4. If my spouse dies, I’m al- 
ways liable for his or her credit 
card debt. 

FALSE. Credit card debt 
doesn’t necessarily pass on to 
heirs upon death. However, credit 
card companies will generally 
first try to collect from the 
deceased’s estate. If there is not 
enough money in the estate, heirs 
may have to sell estate assets to 
cover the liabilities. If there is still 
not enough money in the estate 
to cover the debt, the credit card 
company will likely write off the 
debt. However, a joint account 
holder on a card is responsible for 
the debt if the other account 
holder dies.

Power Cords and Extension Cords: Examine power and extension cords for fray- 
ing or cracking. Replace taped-over cords, or those showing wear. Never run cords 
or extensions under carpets, rugs, or furniture, where damage might be hidden. 

Use of Power Tools: Don’t use power tools, even if they are properly grounded, 
in wet or damp spots.

Even though Steve Hollon is 
finishing out his teaching com- 
mitments in Perry County, the 
new Cougar football coach is al- 
ready feeling right at home in 
West Liberty. Since officially be- 
ing hired last week, Hollon has 
spent several days in Morgan 
County — getting acquainted 
with players and parents. He says 
the first week on the job has been 
everything he hoped it would be. 

“The people here have been so 
wonderful and polite,” Hollon 
said on Monday. “I’m very ex- 
cited about the opportunity to 
coach here at Morgan County. I 
want to be involved in all levels 
of football and build the program 
the right way.” 

After years of basically being 
the doormat of high school foot- 
ball in the area, the Cougar pro- 
gram received a shot in the arm 
over the last three seasons. 
Former coach Randy Wood led 
Morgan to 17 wins and two play- 
off appearances during his tenure. 
Hollon says the hard work must 
continue to maintain that level of 
play.” 

“To get where you want to be, 
you’ve got to work it hard,” 
Hollon said. “In this game, no one 
is going to lay down for you. Any 
success you have on the football 
field has to be earned. I want these 
kids to feel good about their team 
and never be embarrassed. Hard 
work always brings about great 
rewards.” 

Hollon ’s work ethic and atten- 
tion to detail are already drawing 
rave reviews. MCHS Athletic 
Director Chris Trusty says the 
new coach is doing everything he 
can to get a head start at his new 
job. 

“He’s already generating ideas 
and working on hiring assistants,” 
Trusty said earlier this week. 
“Steve’s laying the groundwork 
for what he wants to accomplish. 



He has a vision for this program 
and wants to start being involved 
with all levels of football in this 
county.” 

Hollon could be described as 
an “old school coach” — which 
is obviously a perfect fit for this 
community. He says he’s already

— even down to clothing and at- 
tire. 

“I want our players to have 
confidence and take pride in how 
they look,” Hollon said. “I will 
not allow “do-rags” or earrings on 
our players. When we travel, I 



also expect our kids to wear shirt 
and tie. And on the field, every- 
one will have the same equip- 
ment. All these kids deserve to be 
treated the same.” 

After the school ear, Hollon 
will be accompanied to town by 
his wife of 15 years, Christy, as 
well as sons Cody, 14, and Ty, 6. 
Cody just finished a 4th in the 
state in middle school wrestling. 
Hollon says he would like to get 
a wrestling program started at 
Morgan County. 

The Hollon family will make 
the move to West Liberty in May.

Program Weight — 
The Reality Series 

We live in a world where food 
is everywhere, but physical activ- 
ity is hard to come by. Without 
ever leaving the car, we can ex- 
change $5 or less for a small bag 
containing several thousand calo- 
ries at the fast food restaurants 
that line the roads we travel ev- 
ery day. We can wake in the morn- 
ing, get in the car, drive to work 
and sit at a desk all day without 
any significant physical move- 
ment. So is it any wonder that the 
majority of U.S. adults are over- 
weight or obese? Like any living 
creature, humans are susceptible 
to changes in environmental con- 
ditions which affect our behaviors 
and metabolism. In order to main- 
tain a healthy weight in today’s 
world, humans will have to learn 
to consume fewer calories and 
burn more energy. It will take a 
concentrated, deliberate effort be- 
cause the “normal” behavior in 
today’s world is to gain weight. 
To help ourself, try devising a 
plan that will work for you most 
of the time. We know that people 
who prepare their own foods in- 
stead of eating out have healthier 
diets. It’s a world of excess calo- 
ries and inactivity, so we all need 
to work at achieving or maintain- 
ing a healthy weight. 

The Morgan County Extension 
office and recently offered a new, 
10 week program called Weight- 
The Reality Series. This program 
is designed to help consumers 
learn about a variety of ways to 
manage weight in today’s high- 
calorie, inactive world. Program 
participants learned about new 
ways to think of food and cook- 
ing. One of the key concepts that 
work for many people is to fill a 
plate with mostly salad greens. 
Add lean protein and some low- 
fat salad dressing to make it tasty 
and filling. This may sound famil- 
iar, like a chicken Caesar salad, 
one of the popular choices on 
many restaurant menus today.

Reality Series had the opportunity 
to try some physical activities that 
were new to some, such as strengh 
training and yoga. Participants 
design their own approach with 
an opportunity to revise their plan 
several times during the 10 weeks.

cal law enforcement, the Ken- 
tucky State police or the local 
Commonwealth’s Attorney or 
County Attorney (KRS 620.030). 
This law states that physicians, 
nurses, teachers, social workers, 
school personnel, medical per- 
sonnel, emergency medical tech- 
nicians and paramedics are 
among those professionals statu- 
torily required to report suspected 
abuse or neglect. Failure to report 
suspected child abuse, including

ARH says it is 
ready to resume 



talks with union 



As the United Steelworkers 
(USW) strike against Appalachian 
Regional Healthcare continues 
into its third week, ARH leader- 



ship said this week they have been 
ready since the negotiations re- 
cessed two weeks ago to resume 
negotiations with the USW in or- 
der to reach a contract resolution 
and end the strike. 

On April 5, ARH provided the 
USW a complete contract pro- 
posal, which resulted in the USW 
bringing the contract negotiations 
to a halt and then requesting fur- 
ther information. ARH officials 
said they have provided all the 
information requested by the 
USW. The complete contract and 
health proposals can be viewed on 
the www.arh.org website. 

ARH is now awaiting a federal 
mediator to call both parties back 
into negotiations. At this point, 
there has been no word from the 
federal mediator as to when ne- 
gotiations will resume. 

“The USW strike against ARH 
has been very damaging to East- 
ern Kentucky and Southern West 
Virginia. The strike called by the 
USW is threatening the provision 
of healthcare throughout the re- 
gion and the potential for eco- 
nomic development in the future,” 
said ARH President and CEO 
Jerry W. Haynes. “ARH remains 
hopeful that the USW is ready to 
go back to the negotiating table 
and deal with the disputed issues.”
